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Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the examiner 
has considered applicants' amendment filed March 6, 2006 and the arguments therein. 
The amendments were sufficient to overcome the rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, and 35 U.S.C. 102. Applicants' arguments with regard to the 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) were found persuasive. The examiner concedes that 
the closest prior art of recort/ fails to teach or fairly suggest a Friedel-Crafts reaction 
wherein an aromatic compound is reacted with an ester, in the presence of a 
hetervpolyacid. as claimed herein. The instant claims are therefore allowed.
